I  have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you,  my  annual 
report;  this  time  for  the  year  1950. 

Wirksworth,  general  statistics  of  which  are  given  below, 
has  as  its  main  industry  limestone  quarrying  which  gives  employment 
for  many  of  the  local  inhabitants.  Tape  Weaving,  hosiery  and 
garment  factories  are  also  lesser  industries  whilst  the  surrounding 
district  is  predominantly  Agricultural  and  largely  Milk-Producing.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


Once  again  during  the  whole  of  the  Year,  1930.the 
water  supplies  both  at  Wirksworth  and  Middleton-by-Wirksworth, 
have  been  very  good  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  A 
new  Water  Bailiff  was^ appointed  at  the  beginning  of  September 

a-  4.?*fnr  ae  ^as  inain"k ained  the  various  pumps,  equipment  and 
distribution  system  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 


The  new  borehole,  which  I  mentioned  in  my  1949  report, 
as  sunk  at  Hanson  Farm,  Longway  Bank,  Wirksworth,  but  unfortunately 
5^®  borehole  when  pump-tested  did  not  yield  the  supply  which  had 
een  anticipated,  due  to  the  fine  grained  texture  of  the  rock, 
various  suggestions  have  been  made  by  the  Consulting  Engineers, 

living  adits,  etc.,  but  to  date  work  on  the  site  has  been 
abandoned  and  no  further  decisions  have  been  made  by  the  Council, 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  .DISPOSAL. 

.  As  was  anticipated  in  my  1949  Report,  an  early  start 
q+UT^aide  1950  with  the  extensions  of  the  existing  Sewage  Works 
r  Wirksworth.  This  £30,000  improvement  scheme  is 

unTer>  waY  and  good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  work 
sludge  beds,  bacterial  filters,  pump  house  and  pyramidal 
^  ;°ogether  with  inciuental  works  thereto.  There  will 
7e51?+be  some  unav°idable  delay  in  obtaining  spun-iron  pipes, 
7®cf,a!  fittings  and  other  metal  work  for  the  filters  due  to  world 
ditions,  buc  uhe  remainder  of  the  engineering  work  is  proceeding 
in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner.  8

An  improvement  has  also  been  made  with  the  old  Mill 
Tail  Race  which  passes  through  the  sewage  works  and  this  old 
culvert  has  now  been  piped  with  3T  diameter  concrete  pipes 
throughout  a  portion  of  its  length. 


HOUSING. 


Council  Housing^  - 

Progress  under  this  heading  was  maintained  satisfactor¬ 
ily  throughout  the  year  1950*  The  Derby  Road  Housing  Scheme, 
which  had  been  at  a  standstill  for  some  long  time  until  Messrs. 
George  Shipman  and  Sons  took  over  the  contract,  was  finally 
completed  and  all  the  houses  on  this  site  (a  total  of  98)  were 
occupied.  Only  footpaths  and  boundary  walls  remain  to  be 
completed. 


The  Middleton  Housing  Site  was  carried  on  simultaneously 
with  the  above  site  and  by  the  end  of  December  1950,  fourteen 
houses  had  been  completed  and  occupied.

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  have  the  honour  of 
presenting  to  you  my  fifth  Annual  Report, 

During  1950  the  Council’s  Housing  Programme  once  again 
got  well  under  way  after  the  serious  setbacks  encountered  over 
the  last  two  years,  and  it  will  have  been  observed  from  the 
Medical  Officer’s  Report  that  considerable  progress  was  made  with 
the  old  contracts. 

The  Council  v/isely  inaugurated  a  new  system  for  future 
programmes  and  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1950, upon  the 
advice  of  their  off icials,  they  appointed  a  new  Housing  Architect 
on  a  retainer  basis,  this  Architect  to  be  responsible  for  both 
preparation  ol  plans  and  quantities  and  to  work  in  close  liaison 
with  myself.  The  wisdom  of  this  step  is  already  apparent  and 
future  schemes  for  1951  are  now  rapidly  taking  shape.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  &  DISINFECTION* 


The  Urban  District  once  more  had  a  fine  record  under 
this  heading  during  the  year  1950* 

Only  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and 
there  was  no  notification  whatsoever  in  respect  of  Diphtheria. 
Precautionary  terminal  disinfection  was  as  usual  carried  out

(lii)  jPlurnbosolvent  Action  -  Reference  to  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  1949  will  show  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  any  precau¬ 
tions  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  plumbosolvent  action.  This

The  Bakehouses  in  this  area  have  been  regularly  visited 
and  inspected.  It  is  gratifying  that  we  have  one  modern  and 
hygienic  Bakehouse  in  the  Urban  District,  but  as  mentioned  in  my 
previous  reports  the  older  bakehouses  are  not  capable  of  being 
properly  modernised.
